SUBJECT 


Review of the Report on the Working of the Archseological Department 
for the year 134:7 Fasli (1937-38 A.C.) 

Personnel — There was no change in the i)eisonnel of the department during 
the 3'ear under review. 

Surveys and Excavations — A systematic campaign was carried out both in 
the cit}' and suburbs of Hj'derabad, as well as in the districts, with regard to the 
svm*ey, excavation and conservation of various monuments of archseological 
importance. The notable amongst the monuments surv^e}"cd are the tomb of 
Imam Shamsuddin near Bidar; the IMosque in I\Iughal style at Chandapur; the 
Baihmanl and 'Adil SliahT monuments at Gulbarga like the Purani ‘Idgah’, the 
lilausolcum in Ni7,am Shfiln architectural stjde at Wakla near Aurangabad and 
several Iniildings at Golconda, tlie most outstanding being the Baridi and Bari 
ilasjids with their plain facades. The arcliitectural st3de of these mosques is 
totall}’ different from other Qutb Shahi buildings. Lastly comes the discoverj’’ 
of man}' important prehistoric sites at various localities in the State. These 
interesting discoveries have been elaborately dealt with in the Report. 

The suggestion of H.E. the President to lay out a foot-path at Ajanta with 
eas3' gradients, as the existing flight of steps to the caves was fatiguing, was im- 
raediatety taken in hand. In recognition of the great and abiding interest 
evinced by him, it has been named ‘HYDARI PATH’ with the gracious permission 
of His Exalted Highness the Nizam {vide Firman-i-Mubarak, dated ist Zil-haj, 

1357 H.). 

Conservation — The Department was equallj'- assiduous in the work of con- 
servation. Prompt and effective steps were taken to bring about immediate 
repairs to Bibi-ka-Maqbara, to the Sunaihri Mahall and Delhi Darwaza at Auran- 
gabad. In repairing these mommients sufifleient care has been exercised to 
preserve the original designs and decorative features of the buildings. 

The repairs to the Fort of Daulatabad also progressed apace in the year 
under review. At l^uldabad the buildings in Bani Begum’s Garden were further 
repaired, and the cracks in the roof of the southern Baradari were treated with 
cement grouting. 

The caves of EUora and Ajanta also had their due share of attention. At 
EUora, the damage caused to Cave V by the flow of water during the monsoons 





was arrested, wliile repairs were executed to the columns and walls of Caves IV, 
VI, IX, X, XI, and XXI. 

At Ajanta conserr’ation and cleaning operations were carried out in Caves 
XVI and Xl'II, as a result of which several subjects, which were up to now 
absolutely dim and obscure, can now be clearly made out. 

The department spared no efforts to clear the newly discovered cave at 
Bhokardan of the silt and debris that had accumulated there, to complete the 
work at Bidar that was taken up in 1346 F., to carr\* out emergent repairs to some 
of the Qutb Shahi Tombs at Golconda and, finall}', to effect the conserrmtion of 
three important monuments at Gulbarga, viz. the Tomb of Chand Bibi, the 
Haft Gumbad and Hazrat Kamal Hujarrad’s Dargah. 

Epigraphy — During the year under report, the Director of Archmologj’’ 
made a thorough sur\-e3’ of the inscriptions at Ajanta and Ellora in co-operation 
with Dr. X. P. Chakravarti, Ph.D., Government Epigraphist for India. The 
inscription on a pillar in the newly discovered cave at Bhokardan has been success- 
full}' deciphered. The record is in Kannada-Telugu characters of the 9th centur}' 
A.D. 

Nitinismaiics — An appreciable addition of 2,491 coins was made to the depart- 
mental collection during the year under review. Of them, 70 rvere of gold, 4S6 
of silver. 1,905 of copper and 30 of alloy. In this connection, particular atten- 
tion may be drawn to the existence of a unique coin in the IMuseum belonging 
to the 49th regnal year of Aurangzeb. The mint-name on this coin is ‘HokrI’ 
and it is perhaps the only known coin from this mint. 

Miisarui — Tiie Hyderabad IMuseum maintained satisfactor}' progress. The 
year under report was marked by the visit of Her Excellenc}' the i\Iarchioncss 
of Linlithgow, who not only evinced keen interest in the IMuseum, but also paid 
a tribute to the scientific methods of classification and exhibition of the various 
antiquities. 

The collections at the Museum have been enriched by the addition of some 
rare and valuable sculptures found during the excavations at Warangal. The 
most noteworthy among them are some beautifully carved pillars and ceiling- 
stones which have recently been set up in the form of a mandap in old Kakatiya 
style. Among other important acquisitions are an old sword bearing the figures 
of Hindu Gods on its blade and a manuscript copy of the Holy Qur’an dated loSq H. 
(1O7.S A.D.), with pages lavishly sprinkled with gold and with a Persian translation 
inset in red between lines of text. 

To create and foster interest in Art an exhibition of Mr. Sarkis Katcha 
Doinian’> rei>r(Kluctions of the Iranian frescoes was arranged during the year 
under review at the Museum premises and tlie exhibition pro\-ed a great 
sucew-s. 

Ai! GaUcry-Tha scheme of the Art Galleiy- materialised during the year 
under report and the opening ceremony of the building was graciously performed 
by His Ex.dted Highness the Nizam. Government are alive to the growing 
lu-eds of the Dep.irtment and the question of expanding the main building is 
tngagiiig tlieir attention. 
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Expenditure — The total expenditure on the consen’-ation of monuments 
amounted to Rs.S2, 104-9-3 during the year under review as compared with 
RS.S4, 100-2-0 of the preceding year, showing thereby a decrease of Rs.i, 995-8-9, 
whereas, a sum of Rs.i,oo, 562-4-10 rvas spent on the maintenance of the 
Department. 

In conclusion. Government are pleased to record their appreciation of 
the continued and satisfactory progress maintained by the Department under 
iSIr. Yazdani and his subordinate officials.

ments and to supervise* the excavation and conservation works which were being 
carried out in the various districts. The details of the lours of the Director and 
the As'*istant Directors are given in their diaries ]>ublished ns Appendices A-C. 

Several new monuments of considerable atchreological and historical MomTmpnf 

tance were surveyed during the year in the Attaf-i-I3alc]fi!i, AurangabficI, Bidar, 
Gulbarga, !Mahbv:bnagar and Rtudiur districts. The monuments deserving 
special notice are de^cribsd below:— 

An old tomb in Kiju’im Shalii style was noticed at Wfikla, miles due west 
from Aurangabrut The tomb is square in plan, measuring 33 ft. each way 
inwardly. An arched gallery 1*1 ft. deep encloses the tomb on all sides. There 
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are five arches in eacli side of the gallery, the central and the two arches at the 
extreme ends being larger (8 ft. 6 .in. in span) than the intermediate ones which 
are smaller, having a span of 5 ft. 9 in. only. The building has two storey's, above 
whicli from an octagonal base, rises a shallow dome. There is a small dome, 
at eacli of the four corners of the roof of the building. These domes are 
similar in shape to the larger one in the middle. In the interior of the building 
and in the verandah there are twenW-eight graves with neatly canned sarcophagi 
of black stone. There is, however, no inscription to throw light on tlie names of 
the persons who are buried in the tomb. 

During a tour in the Bidar District the milage of Naubild was visited. It is 
some 3 miles to the West of Bidar and has a pleasant mango-grove. At the end 
of the grove there is a tomb wliicli according to an inscription carved on its doorwaj- 
belongs to Imam Shamsu-d-DIn, who was the Chief Qazi of Bidar during the 
reign of 'Alau’d-DIn Ahmad Bailimani. The inscription is dated in Shahur San 
847 (1446 A.D.) and has been published in the Epigraphia ludo-MosIcmica for 
1935 - 36 - 

In the same district the village of Cliandapur was also surveyed where a 
mosque in IMughal stjde was noticed. The mosque boars an inscription in 
Persian con.sisting of four lines of verse According to the inscription the mosque 
was constructed i)y one Wiwaja Osman during the reign of Aurang/.eb in 1084 H. 

At Gulbarga some Baihmani and 'Adil Shalu monuments were surveyed, the 
notable among tliem being the following; — 

(1) The Purani Tdgilh, which is situated at a distance of about one furlong 
to the South-Kast of Chor Gumbad. The building is in an advanced stage of 
decay. The wall towards the Qibla measures 150 ft. in length and is Hanked 
with a minaret at each end. The minarets have a cjlindrical form decreasing in 
girth as they rise. Their form is reminiscent of the .shape of the minarets at Delhi 
l)uilt during the reigns of the Plarly Sultans. The inihrdh, which is in the middle 
of the wall, consists of an arch about 20 ft. high and 14 ft. in span. An interesting 
feature of the Tdgrdi is that anything recited facing towards the miljrclb is heard 
u{) to a distance of a furlong. 

'I'o th<‘ North of the mihrdb is an unusually tall pulpit with a flight of sixteen 
stej)s. 'J'he iqqKT portion of the Western wall has decayed considerably and it 
is ditiicult to form an idea of the architectural features of that part of the wall. 
There- would have been also an extensive courtyard attached to this ’Idgrdi, but 
now it is diihcult to determine its boundaries. The Department is taking 
nece,<sary steps to preserve the n:ihrJb and the western wall of the ’Id.grdi. 

(2) The Khaiuifdi of Ila/rat IDuvaja GC-su Dara/, Banda N;iwa-/. i)f Gulbarga, 
■Mtuated to the North-West of the Gulbarga Port : lurishla meutions this building 
as lying close to the Gulbarga Fort ; The building is embedded in a thick growtij 
of Inishe.'; and trees and although neglected for a long time if is in a tolerable 
slate of preservation. The ^lanqah is about 70 ft. Past to West aiid ^<) ft. 
North to South. The facade faces the North and has five arched opening.^ one of 
which is closerl. Above the arches is a Chbajja resting upon jrlain stone brackets 
and over it is a parapet 2 ft. hi.gh with cut-plaster ornamentation. Tire building 
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lias a vaulted roof comprising of ten shallow domes. Steps are being taken for 
a proper consen^ation of the building. 

(3) Entrance to Shaikh-ka-Raoza : To the East of the Dargah of Hazrat 
Shaikh Siraju'd-Din is a massive structure which was built by Yusuf 'Adil Shah of 
Bijapur as a token of liis devotion for the saint. It was intended to serve as 
an entrance as well as a ]\Iadrasa or Sarah, attached to the tomb. Now very few 
people approach the tomb from this building. It is 114 ft. North to South and 
about 25 ft. East to West and is flanked with a tall minaret on each side, measuring 
60 ft. in height. 

The building is entered through a large arch which is about 25 ft. high and 
17 ft, in span. The arch has a recess behind it like an oriel, and a doorway about 
6' 6" high leads from the recess to the interior of the building which is square 
in plan, measuring 34 ft. each way. The building has two store^^s and the roof 
of both of them is vaulted. Two domes and four small minarets rise above the 
upper storey; the minarets have been built one at each corner of the building. 
The interior of the building in each storey has eight arched openings facing the 
East. The arches are uniform in size and measure 10 ft. in height and 6 ft. in 
span. Some of them at a later date were blocked with rubble. The lime 
mortar used in the construction is of ver^^ good quality and the building although 
neglected for a vc^ry long time has \rithstood the inclemencies of weather without 
much deterioration. The department is taking steps to preserve this monument. 

During the 3^ear tmder report several buildings were surveyed at Golconda, 
wliich are described below. Proceeding towards the Banjara Darwaza the^dsitor 
notices on his right a mosque which is called tlie Barldi Masjid as well as the 
Bari Masjid. The main building of this mosque has been constructed of dressed 
masonr}’' laid in lime. The style of architecture is plain but at the same time 
massive. The prayer-hall is about 60 ft. in length and 25 ft. in depth. The 
hall has a double colonnade with three arched openings towards the East. The 
roof consists of six domes which are rather shallow and the upper surface of the 
roof is flat with a slight slope on one side with the object of draining off rain-water. 

The mijirdb is built of black stone and tastefully decorated udth Arabic texts 
from the Qur'an. The facade of the building originally had a Chhajja which has 
unfortunately disappeared now. The parapet above the Chhajja is intact and it 
is about 2^ ft. in height. The mosque is paved with well-dressed granite slabs 
each measuring about 3 ft. x i ft. At the base of the pillars and the walls there 
was originally a band of black stone about 4 in. in breadth, but the black stones 
seem to have been deliberate!}^ removed from the building for use in modern 
buildings. 

Adjoining the hall towards the East is a platform nearly as long as the 
hall but only 12 ft. in breadth. Originally to the East of the platform was a 
cistern for ablutions which has since been filled with earth and debris. The local 
tradition that the building was constructed by some members of the Barid Shahi 
family is not improbable as Firishta records that one of the Barid Shahi kings 
once took refuge in Golconda. Apart from this reference the mosque is quite 
different from the prevalent Qutb Shahi style of architecture. Nor has it an 
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ornamental facade nor the minarets with their globular tops which are the special 
features of the Qutb Shuhl mosques. 

To the East of the mosque is a grave with a black stone sarcophagus 
supposed to be of the builder of the mosque. 

To the hTorth of the mosque is a flight of steps leading to the roof where a 
small chamber about 12^ ft.XiS ft. is built. This room and the flight of steps 
seem to have been constructed at a later date. It is said that the room was 
used by a saint as a place for ‘I'tikaf’ (meditation). To the West of the mosque 
is a large well which must have originalty belonged to the mosque and might 
have supplied water to it by means of clay pipes — traces of which can be seen 
even now. Eormerl}’’ the mosque must have had an extensive court but the 
cultivators in recent times have made considerable encroachments. To stop 
further encroachments the people of the locality have recently erected a 
compound wall wliich is rather clumsily built and is an eyesore. 

To the Xorth of the mosque at a distance of 100 j’^ards is a small building 
with two domes. The building measures about 20 ft. East to West and 12 ft. 
North to .South. It is said to have been used in the Qutb Shahi times as an 
'.\shur Wiana for Bibi-ka-’Alam but now it is the abode of an old faqir. The most 
interesting feature to be noticed here is the beautiful tile-work on the two arches 
which face the North. 

Further North, at a distance of some 30 ft., are the remains of an old building, 
half of which is intact. The building when complete woidd have measured about 
50 ft. East to West and 20 ft. North to South. What remains of tlie building 
shows that at one time it was a massive structure built of lime and stone. The 
building is said to have been the house of Hazrat Husain Shah Walk A wooden 
cot may also be seen here on which the saint, according to the report, slept. To 
the Tiast of this building is the well-kirown Hira Khana-ld-'Masjid which has been 
noticed by Mr. G. Yazdani, O.B.E., in the Epigraphia Indo-Moslcimca for 1913-1.I. 

To the West of Hazrat Husain Shfih Wall’s Khanqfdi, at a distance of some 
.|oo ft., is a ma.ssive building with arched openings towards the North and the 
East. Tlie building measuras about 80 ft. North to South and 40 ft. East to 
West. The roof is flat and consists of largo stone slabs resting upon the Eastern 
and We.sleni walls and upon two rows of pillars which run North to South. This 
building is said to have bc-en the Camels’ Stable of the Qutb .Shrdil Kings. Towards 
the North-East of this building is a large stone bowl hewn out of a boulder. The 
diameter of the bowl is 3 ft. 6 in. and its dejrth is 2 ft. 6 in. 

.\t (dolconda another group of buildings was also surveyed during the year 
under report. It lies between the I'ath Darwaza and the Bfila Ilisfir Gales. Pro- 
ceeding from the Path D.irwaza we first reach a mosque called the Ashrafi yiasjid. 
It has a If.rge courtyard, 82 ft. East to West and 78 ft. North to South. The mosque 
is ap{)roached from the North through a gateway which is crowned with a dome. 
The main building of the mosque cotisists of a prayer-hall, measuring '>( ft. 9 in. 
North to South and ii ft. 8 in. East to We.st. The ceiling of the prayer-hall 
comjjri-es three dmurs. The pr.ayer-liall has three arched openings towards the 
li.•.^t. cadi me.r.suring 13 ft. in height and 10 ft. in breadth. .Above the arched 
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openings a Chhajja of plain design is built and above that is a parapet about 
5 ft. 6 in. in height running over all the four walls of the mosque. The parapet 
has decorative cut-plaster work. In the mihrdb some stone tablets are fixed, which 
besides the Qur'anic texts contain the name of the calligrapher, Muhammad (Bin 
Sayyid Sadruddin). The name, Muhammad, also occurs in the Chini Masjid 
inscription which is also described in this report. Both these mosques therefore 
seem to be contemporariq being of early Qutb Shahi period. Around the courtyard 
of the mosque a row of vaulted chambers with arched openings is built. 

Close to the Ashrafi Masjid on the same road is a small mosque known as 
Chlnl Masjid, situated opposite the Post Office. The entrance is through an arch 
which is buUt of polished black stone. The mosque has rather small dimensions, 
measuring 17' 2" North to South and 7' 10" Bast to West. The facade which faces 
the East has three arched openings of uniform size, measuring 7' 2" in height 
and 4' 2" in breadth. Each arch has a black stone frame, inscribed with Shiite 
Durud and also contains the name of the scribe, Muhammad. The roof of the 
mosque rests upon two arches and consists of three shallow domes. 

The mihrdb has a polished black stone tablet containing the Qur’anic texts 
and the date 997 H. (1589 A.D.), falling within the reign of Muhammad Quli 
Qutb Shah. The Chini Masjid will make the visitor search for the remains of 
enamel-tiles, which on a close examination are found buried under thick coats 
of whitewash which have been laid thereon for years. It is hoped that if the 
coats of the whitewash are carefully removed the remains of the the-work wiU 
be found more or less in a good state of preservation. The tile-work may also 
contain inscriptions. In the middle of the courtyard is an old well which originally 
supphed water to the mosque. 

Nuniddin Mtiliainmad ‘Arab’s Dargdh : This is situated to the South of the 
Moti Mahall and has three entrances of a uniform style, each of them bearing an 
Arabic inscription. Adjoining the tomb is a Khanqah which measures 18 ft. North 
to South and 10 ft. East to West. Its facade has three arched openings. Close 
to the I^anqffii is a cistern measuring 20 ft. X 20 ft. which is now filled up 
with rubbish but the beautiful bands of polished black stone in the side walls 
of the cistern are very attractive. Further West is a platform on which a tomb 
is built. On the base of the tomb an inscription is carved which states that the 
Rauza (the tomb with the garden) was built by Ni’matuUah during the Qil'adarship 
of Sandal ;^an, and that the saint buried in the grave is Nuruddin Muhammad 
‘Arab who had died 100 years before the construction of the building. 

To the West of the platform at a distance of some 6 ft. is another platform, 
32 ft. 10 in. North to South by 18 ft. East to West. It is connected with a 
mosque which was probably built by Ni’matuUah as its arches are of the 
Mughal style. The mosque itself consists of a big haU about 30 ft. in length 
and 15 ft. in breadth. The roof comprises a shallow vault. The facade which 
faces the East has three arched-openings, each 7 ft. 8 in. in width and 17 ft. 
in height. The stucco-work on the facade is very artistic and shows good taste. 
On either side of the mosque towards the North and South is a hall, measuring 
21 ft. East to West and 9 ft. North to South. To the North of the courtyard is 
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another Kliuuquh nicasuriug 15 ft. East to West and 9 ft- 3 E^orth to South. 
To the South of tlie courtyard there arc several graves v*ith small chaukhandics 
around them. 

Two important mosques were surveyed in the Naya Qil’a at Golconda. 
According to inscriptions carr-ed on these mosques they were built by the early 
Qutb Shalh kings and show some interesting architectural features. One of them, 
which is situated close to the Baihmani Burj, is a massive structure. It has also 
a high plinth and the plan consists of a court and prayer-hall which both combined 
measure 120 ft. Xorth to South and 130 ft. East to W’’est. In the middle of the 
court are three graves the sarcophagi of which bear inscriptions. The grave in 
the middle seems to have been tampered with some time back for its sarcophagus 
does not contain any name, but the sarcophagi of the other two graves bear the 
names of the persons wlio were interred tlierein. They were the sons of Mustafa 
Khan, who.se name also occurs in the J^Iakki Darwaza inscription.'^' It is not 
unlikely that the mosque was built by IMustafa ^lan and that the middle tomb 
which has been tampered with contained his last remains. The pra^-er-hall of 
the mosque is .12 ft. Xorth to South and 2G ft. East to West. It has a vaulted 
roof which contains six domes arranged in two rows. The facade has three 
arched openings which arc of tmifonn dimensions, each measuring 14 ft. 6 in. 
in height and 10 ft. 6 in. in .^pan. 

The viihrdb is built of horn-blende which is beautifully carr’ed and polished 
and bears texts from the Holy Our’an. On each side to the Xorth and South of the 
prayer-hall are halls measuring 20 ft. by 12 ft. which have direct access from the 
court. In each of these halls is a flight of steps leading to the roof of the mosque. 

The wall which encloses the court of the mosque is some 10 ft. in height and 
the entrance is in the middle of the Southern wall and an inscription dated 9O9 H. 
is car\-ed over the entrance. 

In the plinth of the building as well as in the compound wall large blocks 
of granite have been used. The walls of the prayer-hall have been i)lastercd 
over and bear traces of beautiful stucco work. The mosque is a fine specimen of 
the Qutb i^hrdn style of architecture but owing to neglect it is not in a good 
stale of repair. 

The other mosque is situated clo.'^e to the Jallful Burj. The mosque has a 
very high jdinth, about xo ft. higher than the .surrounding ground. It is 
approached by a flight of stejw, built in its Southern side. The mosque consists 
<if a single hall, measuring 36 ft. Xorth to South and i.j ft. Ivast to West. The 
wall towards the West has a viihrab in the middle. The roof is vaulted but the 
miiidle panel of the Ceiling is in the form of a rectangle. 

The inihmb contains an inscription written by the well-known calligraphi.sl, 
Muhammad, who flourished during the reign of Sultan Ihralihn Qutb Shfih. The 
full name <if Muhammad was IVIuhanunad bin Sayyid Sadruddin. The interior 
of tile mo^'itie was oiice decorated with colour de.'-igns traces of which mav 
still be seen. Some of the di'sjgns rejwesent calligraphic nmtifs. 

* 1 
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The facade of the mosque had three arches which have been closed since- 
the mosque fell into disuse. Above the arches the building has a double parapet 
adorned with small turrets. At the corners of the building there are minarets 
which are of the usual Qutb Shahi style. Below the courtyard is a row of vaulted 
rooms with arched openings. The Northern and the Southern sides have 
each four arched openings, while the Eastern side contains five arched openings. 
The entrance originally had a black stone frame but it has fallen down and the 
pieces are lying scattered. The stones are inscribed and bear texts from the 
Qur’an and also record the construction of the mosque by Mulla :^ayali during 
the reign of Ibrahim Qutb Shah (1550-1611 A.D.). This MuUa ^ayali was an 
early poet of Urdu. 

During the year under report several prehistoric sites have been discovered. 
Their exact localities and the names of persons who discovered the sites are 
given below ; —

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The Director of Archaiolog\* toured in the Aurangabad District in August, 
1937, in connection rvith the couserwation of certain monuments in that district. 
The IMaqbara of Rabia Daurani at Aurangabad rvhicli had been repaired b}' tlie 
Department during the past years v.-as carefully inspected and it was found that 
the plaster of tlie gateway and of the walls adjoining it had decayed and should 
be repaired as soon as possible. The lower portions of the four big minarets also 
needed repairs. They have since been restored in their original design b)' a 
judicious use of cement and concrete. The Chhajja of the North-Easteni minaret 
had crumbled down and the plaster of the interior of the entrance had peeled 
off at several places. These defects have also been removed and care has been 
taken to keep their original designs and stucco work intact. 

The Suuaihri Mahall, which is situated to the Korth of lire IMaqbara, is being 
conserved gradually for the last three years. The plaster of the ceiling and walls 
has been restored during tlie j’car under report. 

Delhi Darwaza, Aurangabad; The drainage of the roof has been improved 
and the plaster of the ceiling restored. Zafar Darwaza, !^as Darwaza and 
other entrances to the Aurangabad City have also been conserr'ed. 

At the Daulatabad Fort the s3-stematic programme of repairs which was 
planned out several 3'cars ago is being carried out in instalments. The work done 
during the }'car under report comprises repairs to tlie buildings between the 
Kfda Kot and the Chand ^Minar. The first and the second gateway's of the Fort 
and the Fizfun ShrdiT palaces betv'een the Chini Mahall and Andheri Gate have 
also been conserved and their eimronmcnts cleared of debris and rank vegetation. 
The Baradari and the Bandar Khana have also been repaired. 

Among the tombs in the rncinity of the Daulatabad Fort the shrine of Hazrat 
Momin ’Arif has been repaired. 

At i^uildabad the buildings in Bani Begam’s Garden have been further 
repaired and the roof of the Southern Baradari whicli had developed cracks has 
iieen grouted with cement and thoroughh* conserved. 

At Fllora the rain-water that flows down the hill close to Cave V was doing 
considerable damage to tlie cave particnlarh* during the monsoon season. A 
drain has now been cut to stop the flow of water inside the cave. Repairs to the 
columns and walls have been done in Caves IV, VI, IX, X and Xd. The mound 
of earth in front of the Ratneswara (C.avc XXI) has been removed and its exterior 
improvi'd. 

The Revotme Department had kindh’ invited the attention of the Department 
towards the n-pair of the Antur Fort. This I'ort was surveyed by tlu’ Depart- 
ment in previous j'oars but owing to lack of approach recommendations could 
not he made for the repair of the I'ort. Now as means of comimuncations have 
improved the consor\-ation of the important buildings of the Fort has been laJ:en 
in hand and during the year under lejinrl they were cleared of r.inl: vegetation. 

At Ajanta, Caves IX. XI\' ami XIX required petty rejiairs. which liave 
been done. Tiie rock above the roof of the cell at the >Soutb-\Ve.stern end of the 
court of Cave I bad decayed and was thre.atening to fall down. It has been 
carefully fixed with clamps and cetiu-nt and the danger of its slipping down av«>rtcd. 
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The platform and railing between Caves III and IV was damaged by a landslip 
last year. It has been repaired during the year under report. 

Rain-water had begun to percolate through the rock-roof of Cave III. The 
cracks have been grouted with cement and the roof made water-tight. Further, 
a drain has been cut to divert the flow of rain water from the top of the cave 
during the monsoon. 

As the steps leading from the foot of the hill to the caves were fatiguing, 
particularly to ladies and persons of advanced age, a foot-path has been con- 
structed along the sloi^e of the hill in sucli a manner that the caves can now be 
reached without chnibing any steps. As the Right Hon’ble Sir Akbar Hydari 
had taken active interest in the construction of the foot-path it has been named 
' HYDARI PATH ' with the gracious permission of His Exalted Highness {;vide 
Firman-i-]\Iubarak, dated the ist Zul Haj, 1357 H.). 

As a result of the conservation of the frescoes in Caves XVI and XVII 
several subjects, which were absolutely dim and the identification of which was 
impossible, can now be made out vdth certainty. These subjects are being 
copied and it is intended to publish them finally in the Ajanta volumes. 

His Excellency the President during his ^dsit to Ajanta in Dai, 1347 F., 
was pleased to suggest that a narrow bridge be built over the Waghora river 
so that visitors may enjo}" the scenery of the waterfall from this point. A proposal 
to this effect has since been sent by the Department to the Public Works 
Department. 

There is another proposal to construct a dam across the Waghora which flows 
by the foot of the lull in which the caves are situated. The river dries up during 
summer and as a result much of the charm of the panorama is lost. By the 
construction of the dam a lake will be formed thus adding to the beauty of the 
emnronment. 

The newly discovered cave at Bhokardan, referred to in last year's report, 
has been cleared of silt and debris which had accumulated therein through the 
neglect of centuries. As the cave is situated on a lower level than the bed of the 
river ]^elna which flows by its side, it is proposed to build a strong masonry 
dam along the Western end of the court of the cave. 

At Bidar the work that was taken in hand in 1346 F. has been completed 
during the year under report. In Habshikot a flight of steps has been constructed 
to make access easy to the tomb of Sh^ ‘Abdul Malik 'Ulavi. The interior of 
the tomb has been cleared and the walls and roof which had developed cracks 
have been grouted with cement. 

The Northern arch of the Madrasa of Mahmud Gawan has been thoroughly 
repaired and new jali screens in imitation of the old screens inserted in places 
where they had been destroyed. The roofs of the mosque and the hall behind 
it have also been repaired and the percolation of water stopped. ' The court of 
the Madrasa has been further cleaned, as a result of which the monument with 
its noble architecture and lovely tile decoration has become an attractive sight 
to the tourist as well as to the serious student. 
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At Aghtur the interiors and the courts of the tombs of Ahmad Shiih AVall, 
"Ala’u-d-Dhi Baiiimani and iSIahmud Shall Baihmani have been tidied and 
repaired. Steps are being taken to acquire and demolish the modern huts in 
the \-icinity of tlie tombs whicli have been built in comparatively recent times. 

Rtpair.‘; have also been executed during the year to the tombs of 'Ali BarTd 
and Amir Barid II. The total cost of the conservation work carried out at Bidar 
during the year has been Rs.16,752. 

A systematic programme of repairs has also been carried out at Golconda 
and some of the Qutb Slifihi tombs which needed immediate attention have been 
conserved during the year under report. For example, the plaster of the dome of 
Hayat Bakhshi Begum’s tomb had completely decayed and rain-water had begun 
to percolate into the interior of the building. The plaster has been restored and 
the general condition of the building improved by sucli measures as the cleaning 
of the platform, the effacement of scribblings on the walls and the removal of 
grease patclies and lamp-black stains in the interior of the building. Again, the 
Royal Itlortuaiy- whidi had fallen into disrepair through the neglect of centuries has 
been thoroughly cleaned and restored according to its original design. Betty 
repairs have also been done to several other tombs and neat mnram roads have 
been laid out to eacli of them. The pinnacles of the domes of some of tlie tombs 
had fallen down and these have been replaced. The mosques adjoining the 
tombs have also been tidied up and repaired. 

In the fort, several bastions which offered a good view of the defences have 
been conserved and their approaches improved. Amongst such bastions the 
Bella Burj deserves special mention. This bastion bears tlie famous gun of 
Aurangzcb called tlie Fath Railibar whicli is nientioned in the j\IaTithir-i-‘Alamgiri 
in connection with the siege of Golconda in 1 088-89.” Betla Burj comniaiids 

an excellent view of tlie Qutb Shahi tombs and also of the countn*' around. The 
fortifications of the Citadel can also be studied with convenience from there. 
The Betla Burj is now approached by a niotorable road which has been con- 
structed from a point near the South-\Ve.st end of the Katora Ilanz. The road 
leads up to the top of the ramparts through a ramp which has a gentle slojie. 

Another bastion which has been repaired during the year is the !Musa Burj. 
This bears the renowned gun of Aurangzeb, called the Azdaha Baikar. The 
inscriptions carved on this gun have been published by the Director of Archreology 
in the Epigraphia Indo-Mosicmica for 1913-1.}. Formerly in the vicinity of this 
bastion a broken inscriptional slab was discovered which contained a jiartial 
account of the siege of Golconda in i65() A.D. From the general sense of the 
iiwcriptiou it was sunnised that the missing text mentioned the fact that the 
Muglj.als were compelled to sue for jience owing to the death of Itllr Miran from a 
gun shot. During the repair of the bai^tion the missing fragment of the inserij)- 
tional slab was also found buried under debris. The text of tlie newly discovereil 
fragment confirms Uie view regarding the cause of the suspension of hostilities 
and it further records that Uie ba.stion was const nicted by Musa Wian under 
the orders of 'Abdulla Qutb Shfdi ns a measure of e.xtra jireeautiou against the

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Mupbal p.ttnck at that ])oint, 'Vhv ]nccv^ of tho inscription have been joined 
togelltor and set up at a suitabU* place along the Southern wall of the bastion. 

The masoi^ry o\ tlu* bastion needi‘d grouting and this lias been done witli due 
care by virtue oi which tlu* a])pioach has bi'en considerably inijjroved. liesides, 
the a])proaches of the uunpaUs fioin this bastion to the Vt\\h DarvNfiza, which are 
twenty feet wide, have been inadi* inotorable. 

InMde thi* Citadel the Zenatia Palacev weir overgrown with rank vegetation 
and wild Wees and access them liad become impossible. The trees have been 
cut down ;uui to stoji fuithcr growth theii roots have been treat<'d with chemicals. 
Rank vrgt'tation lia^ also been leinoved an<l a j^assage has been laid out as a 
U’Sult of whicli almost all the liistoiieal buildings can now be reaelicd. The (light 
of stej'^ which connects the baiadari with the Zenana Palaces has also been 
repaired. As iIr buildings inside tlie Citadel arc by no means le.ss attractive it 
will be ]>ossible to save them from lurther min if the measures prn})osed for their 
cons'orx'atiun ate a]>proved by Covcrmnenl and eariial <mt at once. 

The night o{ ste])s which leads uj) \i\ the Paiadarl from the main entrance 
the citadel was aPo tnu of lejiaiis and it has been set right during the year 
uiuler report. The stojedion^e> (Kothus) situated clo^-e to the flight of steps 
iiave abo been tejiaired. The fjntb Shahl mosejue which is half-way between 
the main entrance and the Haradari was ri-paired by the Department a few years 
agtg it has been further tidied ttp this year and the granan* (Ambar Wiana), a 
little higJu'i up, lias nKf> b-'rai repaired. On a bastion to the West of the mosque 
a gun of Aurang/eb has been discovered wliich hears an inscription and gives the 
<iate 1077 II. which is probably the year of tlie make of the gun. A ])alh has been 
laid out from the Xorth-Western corner of the mosque to the bastion so that visitors 
may be able 1<> see the gun. To the Soutli of tlie mosque is an arclied opening 
in the Ivasiern wall of the Citadel which originally led to a Maircase descending 
to the Zenana Palaces. In cannparaUvely recent times stones have been removed 
from Uie staiicase, but the jdatfonn adjoining the arch affords a vcr>- good view 
of Uie fortificatioiR and of the Zenana Palaces. A railing with cement pillars 
has been set up at the edge of the platform so that visitors may enjoy the \aew 
from tliis point without any fear of their falling down. 

The Baradari itself had fallen into n sad state of disre])air. Further, the 
visitors liad disfigured the walls by writing their names with all sorts of material, 
and in some cases thi*y had even scratched the jdaster with knives. The floor of 
the building had also decayed. All these blemishes have been removed and the 
building thoroughly conser\'ed. 

Ounng to the abundance of rank vegetation the old water supply .system of 
the fort could not be easily understood l)ut as it has now been cleared the visitors 
can see the reservoirs built at the various levels of the fort. Visitors may also 
notice in these buildings the arrangements for flushing and draining the excreta 
through clay pipes. The canal which supplies water from the Durug lank to the 
fort has also been repaired by the Department. 

At Gulbarga three important monuments have been conserved during the 
year under rejiort. The tomb of Chanel BibI wliich was repaired in previous 
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vears has been further repaired and its stone turrets, parapet walls, brackets 
and drip-stones, which had fallen down, have been restored in original style. 
The effect of the new work has been toned to match the colour of the stone 
used in the original construction of the building. The houses adjoining tlie tomb 
have been accjuired and demolished as a result of which the concealed portion 
behind the modem huts has been exposed to view. Further measures are being 
taken to repair the Sara! and to level the ground up to the old entrance w^hich is 
situated at a distance of some 200 ft. from the tomb. 

To the South-East of Hazrat ^iwaja Banda Nawaz s Shrine there is a tomb 
of modest dimensions. Originally the building had beautiful tile-work on its 
Western and Northern walls, but it was concealed from view by lavish coats of 
wliitewasli laid during annual repairs. The Department employed its special 
mechanics to dean the tile-work and the task has been executed successfully. 
The designs contain some calligraphic dedees representing texts from the Holy 
Qur'an but no date has been found amnvhere. 

Repairs have also been done to the Haft Oumbad, Hazrat Kainal ]\Iujarrad's 
Darguh and mosque, and the Hirapur mosque. The work at the last-menlionod 
monument is still in progress. 

To the North of the town of Gulbarga is situated the Laugar-kI-I\Iasjid, which 
is an important monument from an architectural point of view and to whidi 
reference has already been made in previous reports. The facade of this building 
which was badly damaged has been restored and the old design has been faithfully 
retained. The courtyard and the tombs attached to the mosque liave been cleared 
of rank vegetation and the ground around the building has been levelled and steps 
are being taken to improve the site further. 

During the year under report the Director of Archoeolog}’ made a thorough 
survey of the inscriplions at Ajanta and Hllora. As a result inked rubbings and 
photographs of .\n iiiscri])tions were prepared and Dr. N. P. Chakravarly, Ph.D., 
Government Fq)igra])hist for India, was requested to decipher aud edit the 
inscrij)tions i{>v the Department. It is proi^osed to include the in.scrij^tions of 
Ajanta in Part III of ‘ AJ^VNTA * which is passing through the press. An im])or- 
taut Vukataka in*^crii)tion which was discovered a few years ago on a rock between 
Caves XXVI and XXVII has also been copied and arrangements have been made 
to j>ublish it in the form of a separate monogra])h in the Hyderabad Arclueological 
S(‘ric.^. 

At Bhokardan nu inscription wa^ noticed on a pill.ir in the newly discovered 
cave. A rubbing of this inscription wa^ seiit to Dr. Chakra vartv v.ho has 
kindly deciphered it. The inscription is in Kannarla-Tehigu charaeter.s of the 
otli cvnlury A.D. It reads'Sri UtpattipidugiC which a}>pears to lu- the name of a 
Telugu-Chola or Pallava chief as names eliding in Pidngn are found in thest* luo 
familieN. 

In the domain of Moslem I^pigtapliy the Department ha< secured ntbbim^

In his capacity as Government Epigraphist for Moslem Inscriptions the 
Director edited the EpigrapMa Indo-Moslemica for the years 1935-36 and contri- 
buted the following articles to the journal; — 

(1) The Bilingual Inscription of Qutb-ud-Din I^alji from the Rasul Khanji 

Museum, Junagarh. 

(2) Inscription of Mubarak Shah Khalji from Jalor, Jodhpur State. 

(3) An Old Urdu Inscription of Ahmad Shah II of Gujarat. 

During the year under report 2,491 coins were added to the cabinet of the Numisn 
Department. Of these 70 are of gold, 486 of silver, 1905 of copper and 30 of alloy. 

In examining the coins already in the cabinet of the Museum an interesting coin 
of Aurangzeb bearing his 49th regnal year was discovered. The coin is unique 
as it has been minted at Hokri. This is the only known coin from this mint. A 
detailed note showing the sources of acquisition and the metal of the coins appears 
in this report as Appendix K. 

During the year under report the Hyderabad Museum made satisfactory Museum 
progress. In the early part of the year the Musemn was visited by Her Excellency 
the Marchioness of DinHthgow. Her Excellency paid a high tribute to the collec- 
tions of the Museum and to the scientific methods adopted in classifying and 
exhibiting the antiquities. The other members of the Viceregal party continued 
to visit the Museum for several days during their stay in Hyderabad. 

In order to arouse interest in Art, an exhibition of Mr. Sarkis Katcha Dourian’s 
reproductions of Iranian frescoes was arranged at the Museum premises. The 
original paintings are in Isfahan and Julfa and belong to the School of Riza 
‘Abbasi. 

At the request of Mr. Sarkis Katcha Dourian the Director of Archaeology 
opened the exhibition. The function was attended by His Excellency the President 
and the Hon’ble Members of the Executive Council and by other high officials and 
nobles of Hyderabad. The exhibition proved a great snccess. 

Some of the sculptures which were discovered in the excavations at Warangal 
were removed to the Hyderabad Museum for preservation. As these sculptures 
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comprised some beautifully carved pillars and ceiling stones they have been set 
up in the form of a Mandap in the ^luseum premises. 

The scheme of the Art Gallerv’ which had been receiving the attention of 
Government for considerable time was materialised during tire year under report 
and the opening ceremony of the building was graciously performed by His Exalted 
Highness the Nizam. Some full size copies of the Ajanta frescoes were exhibited 
in the main hall and the paintings of the Deccan School and the illustrated ilSS. of 
the Deccan were arranged in another room. A separate room contained the ]\ISS. 
of the Holy Qur’an some of wliicli were of high artistic, calligraphical and historical 
value. The Department in \T:ew of its growing requirements had proposed to 
extend this building and the Government is now kindly considering the question 
of a larger Museum building at some suitable site. 

The acquisition of exhibits for the liluseum made steady progress and 
some MSS. purchased during the j-ear under report deser\^e special mention. One 
of these is a copy of the Holy Qur’an measuring ib^xia", with pages lavishly 
sprinkled with gold. Between the lines of text is a Persian translation inscribed 
in red while lapis lazuli, gold and other mineral colours have been used for the 
decoration of the text and margins. According to the colophon the copy was 
written b}' Ahmadi son of ‘Abdul Hamid of Ahmadabad in 1089 I-I. (ib/S A.D.) 
at the instance of a nobleman named FazluUrdi Wian. Another interesting MS. 
is a cop3' of the Slifili Namah containing four illustrations, representing Akbar’s 
Scliool of Painting. The first page contains the royal seal which is legible but the 
date when the book was read by the ro^'al owner is clear and it is i8th Shawwal, 
.jist regnal year. It is not improbable that the seal may be of Akbar's library. 
Another important 1\IS. is Makhzan-i-Asrar, which contains three vciy' beautiful 
paintings of Indo-Persian .style. 

Among Persian MSS. acquired during the year is a copy of Yiisuf Zulaikha 
of Maulana Jami written bj- the renowned calligraphist, ‘AlT-al-Katih of Hirat. 
This JilS. bears the date Shahur Sann 965 (155b A.D.). and contains six coloured 
illustrations in Persian style. Two MSS. arc of great local interest as they contain 
very good paintings of the Deccan School. One of them is the lilalhnawl of I\IfilJ;i 
Nau'i popularly called, Soz-o-Gudaz. It contains six coloured illustrations 
rejncsenling the Bijaphr School. The other is the MathnawT Husn-o-Ishq by 
Mir Hasan. The MS. is incomjilete, but it contains thirty-nine ])ainlings of late 
iSth or early 19th century. Six of them which rer)rcsent scenes from the love 
story of Benazir and Badr-i-Munir have been monnt'-d sej)aralely for exhibition. 

Among the arms and wca]Kms, a sword is very inteicsting. The hilt and the 
lip arc in-^cribed in Nagari scrijh and contain figures of P-rahma. \'ishnn, Siva 
and Bhi>hina, the renowned hero of Maiiabhar.ita. Tiic iii'-cription which is 
in gohl ileals with an eulogy offered by the hero on ins death-bed, i)ut the idade, 
which might have originally belongal to anothej hilt, contains the name of the 
manufacturer as ‘ Muhamma<l of b'gypi ’ and «.ome other iutaaMiory texts in .^tabu-, 
nut of the eigiu pieces of old China acquired for the .Mnsiunn one is nniqu*-.

Among 
them a leaf from a Persian I^IS. contains a ver^' good painting of Akbar’s 
School. The portrait of Ni7am ‘Ali IHuui Bahadur deserves special mention for 
its delicate workmanship. Pour paintings of the Deccan School mounted on 
wooden boards that once formed the sides of a box are of special interest. Though 
they belong to the late iSlh or early rqth century, the skill with which they have 
been executed shows great mastery over the art. Government also have been 
pleased to present the Museum with a large set of lilr. Abdur Rahman Chughtai's 
paintings. 

The popularity gained by the Museum durijig the la.st few years can best be 
judged by the list of high oflicials and members of the distinguished institutions 
that have visited the Museum during the year under report. Tlic list is given in 
the detailed account of the working of the Museum, which is included in this 
report as Apj)endix I.

Review on the Report on the working of the Archceological Department 
for the year 13‘i8 Fasli (1938-39 A,C.) 

Pcrsomu-l — Tiicrc was no change in tlic personnel of the Department during 
the year under report. The Assistant Director, ^fr. vSyed Yusuf, who was deputed 
by Government to represent the Archaeological Department in the 20th Session 
of the Congress of International Orientalists held at Brussels in vSeptember, 1938. 
returned to headciuartcrs on 20th Adhur, 1348 F. (25th October, 1938 A.C.). 

SurJcy 0/ Great success attended the clTorls of the Department. 

In the survey and excavation operations at Kallur, near Raighur, several finds of 
protohistoric, prehistoric and neo-lithic anticpiitics, throwing a flood of light on the 
Copper Age closely connected with the vStone Age in the Deccan, were unearthed. 
The Department also made the discovery of an interesting Andhra site at Kondapur, 
Jledak District, and of a verr’ ancient site — Togal Gudda near Etnoor — of great 
metallurgical importance. 

Conservation — Efiective measures for the preservation of frescoes in Cave XVII 
at Ajanta, prompt attention to the loak>- roofs in Caves I, II and III, and some 
repairs and clearance e.xecutcd at Ellora were the chief activities on the conseiv'a- 
liorv side of the Dejrartment's work during the 5'ear. The Bibi-ka-Maqbara and 
several other important monuments like the tomb of I^Ialik ‘Ainbar, *Ali Barld’s 
tomb at Bidar and the Qutb Slirdn tomb at Patancheru also received their due 
share of attention. 

Excavation — Accident and chance played a prominent part in the most 
outstanding discovery’ of the year at Kallur. Vdiile blasting a boulder, the 
workmen accidently came across three copper swords hidden under it, similar to 
those discovered at Fategarh in the United Provinces and referred to bj’ Sir John 
Jlarshall in Cambridge History of India, Vol. I. Besides the close resemblance 
of the finds at Kallur with those of IMaskT, Kallur yielded some novelties such as a 
broken piece of a four-legged pottery jar and four terra-cotta pieces shaped like 
a top. There arc some rare and precious jjieces of perforated pottery also in the 
collection. 

Other interesting and prehistoric sites discovered are a lull with huge boulders, 
called Yamml Gudda, situated towards the south of the Traveller’s Bungalow. 
On some of the boulders of the hill there are life-like drawings of two bulls and a 
man, and in the cave at the end of a zig-zag path were found a few broken pieces 



of pottCT\- ajid broken cnidbles. Indications of the latter having been used for 
some metallurgical operations were found, while a hill lower down yielded stone- 
axes and flaJets in considerable numbers. 

The discoveiy of a mound at Kondapur where digging operations pelded 
several pieces of polished and glazed pottery, artifacts and slag and an old Andlira 
coin, connoting that the site belonged to the Andlira period, and the exliuming 
operations at Togal Gudda. north-cast of Etnoor which yielded specimens of 
potter}', quartzite pounders and potsherds testifying to the site having once been 
the settlement of metallurgists (details of which appear in the Report) are among 
the important excavation works conducted by the Department during the year. 

Nttviisnialics — During the year under report, 18,190 coins were added to the 
Department’s cabinet amongst which the one Andhra coin from Kalliir and 
another from Kondapur deserve scrutiny. 

Museum — The lilusenm won tlie appreciation of many distinguished visitors 
such as ILII. the l^Iaharaja of Bikaner, H.H. the iilaharaja of Chitral, H.H. the 
Maharaja of Datia, the Hon'ble the Resident in Hyderabad, the Rt. Hon’ble Sir 
.Akbar Hydari, Sir I,conard and Lady Woolley, and others, and maintained steady 
progre.ss. 

The Museum was further enriched by the addition of several valuable specimens 
of IdSS.. sculptures and paintings, the notable among them being the sculpture 
of a female Jaina figure from Mfihur, a monolithic sculptured arcli from Dichjialli 
and a broken piece of a copper axe from Kallfir. 

ExpcndiUtrc—Tlw total expenditure on the conservation of monuments 
during the year under report amounted to about Rs.^o,5on, as against Rs.82,10.1 
of last year, thereby showing a decrease of Rs..ii,6o}, whereas a sum of 
Rs.i. 10,042-1-.] wa< spent on the maintenance of the Department, .showing an 
increase of Rs. <1,470-12-4 from that of the preceding year. 

In conelu'^ion. Government are pleased to record their appreciation of the 
substantial and good work done by the Department during the year under report 
under the abk- guidance of Mr. Yazdani and the sustained efforts of his subordinate 
oihcials.

tance were surveyed dunng the year in the Alraf-i-Balda, Aurangabad, Raichur, 

Warangal and Gulbarga Districts. The monuments deserving special notice are 
described below: — 

Kallur, a village in the Manvi Taluq of the RaioJiur District, attracted the 
Department's attention during the year under report. While blasting a boulder 
on one of the hills around Kallur, the local waddars discovered three copper 
swords concealed under it. The swords were made over to the Revenue 
authorities who passed them on to this Department. The Director of Archaeology 
realising rihe importance of the swords (Plate V b) and finding great similarity

Vol. I. Page 6ig, Plate X. deputed iMr. Klnvaja Muhammad -Uunad to sur\-ey 
and investigate the site. The report svibmitted by him is as follo^Ys:— 

‘Kallur lies at a distance of thirteen miles from Raichur on the road to 
Gingera. The present village is surrounded on all sides by granite hills, excejiting 
the east and derives its name from the abundance of the boulders on the adjoining 
hills. Tile land In the east of the milage is level and good for cultivation. It 
has a population of .^,500 souls and boasts of a Travellers’ Bungalow. The 
site whore tlic swords were discovered is situated on the south-eastern comer 
of a hill called Pir Bannu’s hill and is at a distance of about a furlong from the 
Travellers’ Bungalow. The hill consists of boulders ^Yith myriads of cremces 
between them. All tho.'^e crevices were investigated but more swords could not 
be found. The village and the hill around are full of antiquities and an attempt 
is made below to describe them in reverse order going back from the latest period 
to the earliest. The present village, which is a modern outcrop, is surrounded 
by an old wall which from its technique of construction appears to belong to the 
ijth or i.jth centun,' architecture, but the five gateway's are of iMuslim period. 
Two of them are not mudi used and have no names. The other three arc named 
after the towms to which they lead and are called l^Ianvi Darwaza, Kalmalla 
Darwaza and Raicliur Darwaza. The gateways arc more or less in a ruined 
condition but the last one or the Raichur Darwaza has still got massive pillars 
and v.-alls intact. The superstructure has been pulled down in recent times 
bj' the local people to construct a Chaudi in the village. It contained a wooden in- 
scription in Caucrc.se according to which the gateway was built by Aglja Khusrau, 
the well-known ‘Adil.diah! dignitary. The inscription now forms part of the 
ceiling of the Chaudi. The village has two mosques but they do not deserve an}' 
mention. The Thgah which is to the tvorth of the village is a small and 
beautiful edifice rejnesenting early Muslim Architecture. 

'There are six temples in and around the village, llannman temple which 
is to the south of the village is a modern building with no architectural merit. 
But outside the temple there are two beautiful old jiieccs of sculjMure one 
repre'-enting Ganesh and the other the " Suptamatrika ” or the .seven mothers. The 
other temple is called Markandeshwar. It is situated to the west of this village 
and is at the foot of Polauuna hill. T'his temple seems to be the olde-sl shrine 
in the village. Tlie entrance to the temple is through a square structure go feet 
each way with an opening towards the east and the other towards the wc.st. The 
roof is supported by four walls on four .'•ides and in the centre by four pillars 
which arc at a distance of S feet from one another. The pillars have modest 
c.m-ings upon them. Pasdng through this entrance we gel into the main temple 
which face.s the e.sst and stands upon a ]>latform about four feet high from (lie 
ground level, the base of which is covered with b.w-reli.'fs representing llornl, 
aninrd and ob-cene subjects. Between the main temple and the i-ntranev 

* ^ ^ ‘ 1: V ' Hr .. 
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is a “ Stambha " or a monolithic pillar about 30 feet in height. The main 
temple consists of a hall 25 feet by 25 feet. The middle portion of the ceiHng 
is supported by four pillars 9 feet apart from one another. Between the 
pillars and the roof are thick stone beams which divide the ceiling into nine rect- 
angular panels. Each panel has been built with two layers of triangular slabs 
surmounted by a square slab. The hall has stone flooring and the space covered 
by the four pillars is paved with a single slab measuring 9 feet by 9 feet. 
The pillars are of black poUshed stone and their carvings show very good work- 
manship. The hall stands on a pHuth about 3 feet high the margins of which are 
carved with animal figures and floral designs. The hall had two more openings, 
one to the south and the other to the north, but these openings are now blocked. 
To the west of each of these openings is an old Canerese inscription which has 
been copied and arrangements are being made to get them deciphered. To the 
west of the hall is a vestibule about 5 feet deep and 10 feet broad leading to an 
antechamber which is 8 feet north-south and 10 feet east-west. The ante- 
chamber faces a natural rock which might have been in worship long before the 
temple was built but the rock has been subsequently used as a base to support the 
present linga. The superstructure of the temple excepting the Sikhara seems to 
have been built in Baihmani or ‘Adil Shahi period, as is obvious from the turrets, 
the friezes and other Muslim motifs, 

‘ As is generally the case with Hindu structures the foundations of this temple 
were not strong enough to sustain the heavy weight which they had to bear. As a 
result the building is showing signs of decay at several places, particularly the 
pillars inside the hall have submerged about 6 inches deep and have disturbed 
the flooring. 

‘ To the north of Markandeshwar temple at a distance of about a furlong and 
a half is a small temple in which an image of Kali locally known as Karamma 
has been enshrined. It is worshipped by goldsmiths although the priest happens 
to be a Brahmin. 

‘ The fourth shrine which is situated to the east of Markandeshwar is not in use 
and does not claim any attention. The fifth temple called Polammal Gudi is 
situated in the western part of the village. Polamma is considered to possess 
powers to dispel the evil effects of smallpox. The sixth temple called Venkateswar 
Gudi is situated to the west of the village Chaudi. It is out of worship and does 
not claim any notice. 

‘ Besides the inscriptions mentioned in connection with the village Chaudi 
and the Markandeshwar temple there are three more inscriptions in the village itself 
but they do not appear to be in situ. One of the records has been fixed opposite 
Karamma’s temple. The other inscription is carved on a piece of sculpture 
representing an elephant and is at present in the Eingayat Mutt of the village. 
The last inscription is lying close to the well which is to the west of the Chaudi. 
In addition to the above inscriptions there are three more which are at present 
lying in a field belonging to one, Rasul Sahib. All these inscriptions have been 
copied and arrangements are being made for their decipherment and publication.

.siigitr. It is a snndl hill containing a large miiiiber of caves. There is ample 
evidence on the .site to slunv that it remained a metallurgical .site for a long lime.

To the north of this 
boulder is another which has a crocodile or a H'/.ard drawn upon it. The 
head of the animal has suffered vcr>' much but the body is quite distinct and 
marked.

KorJapur- During the year under report an interesting mound has been 
di.'^covered by Mr. Klnvaja Muhammad Ahmad at Kondapur, a milage in the 
Kalabgur Taiuq of Sangareddy District. Kondapur is situated at a distance 
of .}! miies north «>f Hyderabad. To approach the site one has to drire 3 / 
miles on the Bidar mad where a cart-track branches on the left to Kondapur. 
The Director of Archa;olog>' paid a msit to this site and thoroughly examined it. 
The mound rises to an average height of 25 feel from the ground level and covers 
an area of 64 acre's atid rb gtinias. It seems to be an important site of old 
habitation and although it has been under cultivation for a very- long lime 
traces of protoliistoric and neolithic settlement were picked vrp from the surface. 
Picct-s of polished and glazed potter>’, artifacts and slag were scattered over 
the* surface and continuations of brick structures were detected at })laces where 
the mound has been cut by rain-water. 'i'hc size of the bricks is i7''X'io''X3''. 
The Department has submitted a proposal to Government for the acquisition 
of this mound and the matter is receimug most smupathetic attention. As soon 
as the area has been acquired excavations will be started on the site and it is 
hoped that the operations will yield most valuable discoveries. Among the surface 
finds an Andlna coin is ven,- suggestive and it is quite likely that the site may 
belong to the Andhra period. 

At Ajanta tlie campaign of the eonscrealion of the frescoes and the repairs 
to the caves continued as usual. The most important mcasnre.s carried out 
during the year relate to the prcser\'alion of the frescoes on the walls, ]>illais 
and ceiling of Cave XVII. It is gratifying to note that during the operations 
in this cave the Jutaka of the bear has Ijeen scientifically cleaned for the first 
time. The fn-sco is painted on the space between the two windows hang imme- 
diately to the right of the door as \vc enter it, and was quite indistinct previous 
to the cleaning operations. The subject has been so very skilfully cleaned and 
tre.'ited that almost all the details of the picture are now clearly noticeable. 


In addition to the above, the rock-roof of caves I, II and III which were 
badly lealnng and the repairs of which were started in ij.iiH I', and mentioned 
ill that years rej)ort, were further carried and similar repairs were executed 
during the \a-;>r under report to the roofs of the verandahs of Caves XVI and 
XVII. These measures were of the utmost importance for the protection of 
tlie caves ;ls wel! as for the ]>reservatiou of the frescoes themselve.s. 


Apart from the above, new steps, pathways and ]>ara])els were const ructen 
to amml an e.isifr approach to Cave.< XXI, XXII and XXIII. Tiie platform 
.itui steps opjinsite Caves XXII which were badly decayed were al.^-'o renovated 
and the work has been carefully detdgned to be in keeping with the oiiginnk 

Th<- old electric power gemu.itor which wa;-. in.st.alled sojue twelve yoar.s ago 
tor Sightim', lite c.tves w.as con^tatilly getting out of order. Th«‘ old genejator 
iias 'thvn n placed durinv, the year by a rtew gctieralor and the cahh-s to the various 
cavc-s have en replace(i by new ones and the entite scries of caves providet! 



with electric equipment. This has placed the electric system of the caves on 
a sound and satisfactory basis. 

At Ivllora the work of the clearance and general repairs of the caves was 
carried out ns usual. 

At Aurangabad the measures adopted for the conservation of the Bibl-ka- 
Maqbara deserve s]>ecial mention. As the preseiwation of this edifice would 
entail an enormous expenditure the Department has drawn up an extensive 
scheme for its thorough conservation and the expenditure will be spread over 
several years. Ihiring the year under report the ciudronmcnts of the monu- 
ment Were cleared of the debris and rank vegetation which were surrounding 
it for centuries and patches of jdasler wore restored to the portions of the enclosure 
wall where the old plaster had peeled ofT. Tiic masonry' of tiic roof and pillars 
as Well as of the chajjas of the pavilion of the north-western minaret of the mausole- 
um had cracked in places as a consequence of which these members were threaten- 
ing to fall down any moment. The masonry of the structure was strengthened by 
means of cement grouting and R.C.C. were replaced for the original ones 

of stone, but great care was ob'^er\'ed to give the repaired portion the tone and 
effect of the original slrnclure. 

The newly constructed bridal path leading to the Aurangabad Caves was 
repaired after the seasonal rains and new masonry steps with a parapet on cither 
side were erected at ])oints whore the ascent had become difficult. 

The masonry of the basement of the Chawal Darwa/^a at Aurangabad was 
showing signs of disintegration. Underjiinning with dressed inasoiity" and pointing 
and grouting were done to make the structure sound. 

At KJfiuldabad repairs were carried out to several monuments, noteworthy 
among wliich are the following: — 

(<7) Tow,b of Muriuza Xizdm — Rank vegetation and debris surrounding 

the monument weic removed and the masonry, wlicrevcr it was loose, was grouted 
with cement. 

{b) Tomb of Malik * Amber . — Rank vegetation svirrounding the building was 
eradicated and the enclosure wall w’liich had di‘^a])pcarcd at several points was 
rebuilt and cement pointing was done to the fissures in the masomy’’ of the wall. 
The work is still in j^rogross. 

(c) The iamb of Siddi *Abdur Rahman . — Rank vegetation around the building 
was eradicated and cracks and fissures in the masomy^ were grouted. 

{d) Tomb of Siddf Karima . — Rank vegetation on and around the building 
was eradicated and the cracks in the masoniy^ were grouted. 

(c) The unidcniificd tombs opposite the Dargdh of Hazrat Munfajibuddin . — 
General clearance of rank vegetation and debris surrounding the buildings was 
effected and petty^ repairs were executed to the tombs. The work is still in 
progress. 

Apart from the above, general clearance and petty repairs were executed to 
the tombs in the premises of the Dargah of Hazrat Babauddiu and minor repairs 
were carried out to the main gateway of Khuldabad.

'1. The <,Taves under the dome of the tomb v.-cro also thoroughly repaired. . 
The mo-^'jue near t'ne tomb of Oa^im Barld was also cou'^iderably conserved. 
The craclas on the roof aud walb of the urosque were ilUcd in aud the masonry 
of the arc!ie.s and the floral decoration of the facade were repaired. The court- 
yard in front of the mosque was levelled and the plinth of the building was aBo 
rt constructed. 

The tomb of ‘Abdulla Maghralh to the north-west of ‘All Band's tomb, also 
required considerable repairs. Patches of plaster were restored where old plaster 
had disappeared from the v.mII surfaces and pointing was done to the cracks and 
er^•v^<:es of the dome. Three concrete treilis-screens were in'^crtcd in the openings 
of the we.'^tern side of the tomb, aud the siirromiding area v/as tidied up. 

('t.-neral repairs wen^ also carried out to the tomb of the wife of Hazrat Kunj 
iMriiin. 

The tomb f>f BandagI Bibi required considerable repairs. The western wall 
of the building iiad almost totally disappeared and the dome was also damaged. 
The wesUrn w:dl :uid half of the dome had therefore to be constructed anew and 
the cracks in the other half of the dome were grouted. 

The tomb of Hazrat Xizamnddin, on the third mile of the Bidar-Naubad 
road, was abo badly in need of repairs. Cracks in the dome and walls of the 
building were filled in aud patches of plaster were applied where old plaster had 
peeled off. Tlie surroundings of the building were also cleaned. 

At Naubad itself (5 miles west of Bidar) the Hargah of OazI Shamsiuidln was 
ti’oroughly repaired. The building was plastered inside and out and a new 
platform was constructed all round the building to give it a neat setting. 

At Ashtur the tf)mbs of ‘Alauddin atid Itlahmiul Slulh Bahmani weregencrallv 
repaiied e.nd neat concrete jcllts were in.serted in the walls and ojieniiigs of the 
tumljs. Ihe 'irea to the north of these tombs was cleared of the debris and ratik 
Vegetation. 

At the IMadrasa of Mahmud Gawfin plaster was restored to the walls of the 
hall behind tlie most[vv'. The work has been carried out in a most skilful manner. 

At the fort the heaps of the debris on either side of the Takht aud Chun 
M til ills were cleared and a neat ruiming platform was constntcled a.gaiiist the 
western tnmt of the latter Maball and this imparts consideralde strength to the 
hmlding .'.p.ut from lendiim it an itiiposiug apjre.aranccs 

'I he Quth Sh.'ihi tomb at Patanchern whicli lias been described in the Report 
for tgifi lb has been cotis-crved during the year undei report. The building was 
overgrown with tank vegetation aufl was showing signs of decay being tieglecled 
tor a very long lime. The (h'parttnenl arranged for its clearance and the cracks 
ot the (l<nnt> and the ceiling liav'e been thorotighly grouted with cement and coii- 
ctele. The plinth upon v/hich the mO'Oleum stands had exjjcrieiired conridet.ibl” 
v.md disju at the htutds of the loc.tl pco])l<' but the <ieparti!ient hte^ riphus'tl 
and ri;store<! the {)Hnth to its original comiition. 



The inscription on this tomb has. been edited by the Director of x\rchseology 
in the EpigrapMa Indo-Moslemica for the year 1935. 

In previous years the Department had executed petty repairs to Mons. 
Raymond's tomb. Owing to lapse of time the plaster had peeled off at several 
places and the approach to the monument required immediate attention. All 
these have been effected with as much care as possible. 

At Gulbarga the domes of the Haft Gumbad had become leaky. The cracks 
and fissures were grouted with cement and concrete. There is an old Idgah 
to the south-east of Qior Gumbad. The structure is in an advanced stage of 
decay and it is rather difficult to conserve the whole structure but its central 
portion whicli includes the Mihrab and which is in a comparative^ better state of 
preservation has been conserved thorough^. 

The activities relating to the survey of Kallur have been described in this Excavations 
Report under the head 'Survey of Monuments'. In the face of the tempting 
surface finds four localities of this site can be strongly recommended for excava- 
tion in future, namely, 

(1) The site to the south of Yammigudda, 

(2) The slopes of Agsargudda, 

(3) The site around Kempraan Gudda, and 

(4) The site between Polammagudda and Pir Bannu's hill, otherwise called 

Anantgiri. 

Mr. Khwaja Muhammaci Ahmad, who was deputed to excavate and investi- 
gate the sites, reported as follows : — 

' The site to the south of Yammigudda attracted my attention first because 
the surface was covered with ashes, pieces of pottery, flakes, stone implements, 
pieces of painted pottery in much the same way as in Sultan Muhammad's 
field* at Masld, Wherever rain-water had cut the field it could be easity 
determined that the layer of ashes was about a foot thick. The site had one 
more advantage for metallurgists. It is its nearness to a small perennial stream 
which flows towards the south. As it was the month of Amur dad and 
the time at my disposal was only about a week I made it a point not to tap a 
highly tempting site lest I may be detained there for a longer period than 
I could afford. I also avoided such portions of the site that may be totally dis- 
appointing. The area selected by me for that work was quite close to the south- 
eastern corner of Yammigudda. An area, 30 feet by 30 feet, was first selected and it 
was divided into nine equal parts for the purpose of recording. They were al- 
phabetically named A to I. AU that could be collected from the surface was 
taken hold of and then excavations were started. Up to a depth of 6 inches 
ashes mixed with sand were found but below that level up to a depth of 2 feet 
pure ashes were discovered. In block D an old furnace was discovered and in 
order to expose the furnace completely the area under excavation was extended by 
10 feet due south. Some finds close to the furnace are of exceptional interest to pre- 
historians. A broken piece of copper axe was found in block B, A lump of copper-

mica in enormou"^ proportion \va? al<o found. All the?c things were discovered 
%vithin n radiu.= f)f 5 feel from the furnace and speak of a Copper Age closely 
connected with Stone Age. The copper finds at Kallur are a great landmark in 
the history of pre-hist oric Deccan. Sir John Marshal, the liX-Director General of 
Archaiolog\' in British India, remarks on page (>14 of the Cambridge History of 
India, Vol. I. that ''Copjier hnplements, on the contrary- occur in relatively large 
tinantitie.s and over a wide range throughout Northern India, from Hoogly in the 
Hast to Baluchi.'^tan in the West ”, ami further he says on page (115 of the same 
volume, ‘‘In rfonthern India there was no Copper Age”. 

‘ R<-cent research has exposed some Cojijier finds in Pouthern India but before 
the Haliur discovery they were never found closely a.ssociated w-ith Stone Age 
iinpl'-ments. 'fhe close association of a broken piece of the copper axe and 
other articles of cojiper in close association with late stone antiquities opens a 
new chapter in the field of pre-historic study. It is, however, extremely difficult 
at this stage to surmise ivhether the use of copper was known in the Deccan 
jirior to the use of iron. Hven in Northern India where implements and other 
articles of eojqier have been discovered at several sites thi-i question has not yet 
been finally decified. Notwithstanding the great similarity between the finds 
of Kallur and tho'=e of Mask! it may be remarked that generally speaking stone 
beads and chank articles were found at Kallur in a comparatively smaller quan- 
tity. Rut in the field of i)ottery Kallur yielded some novelties. I'or instance, 
a brffkcn piece of a four-legged pottery and four terra-cotta ])ieccs sha])ed lilce a top 
are among the articles discovered in the excavated area at Kallur. Some pieces of 
perforated pottery rfiscovered at Kallur are also remarkable for their holes. The 
pieces Seem to have been bored from both sides as the holes are broader at the 
ends and narrower in the inidflle.’

Cue Andhra coin discovered at Kalluv and another at Kondapur deserve 
special mention. Resides, the 8,770 lead coins are of exceptional interest as they 
seem to have been discovered in a hoard of treasure trove. They are of an un- 
published variety but from tlieir metal and type apj^ear to liave been minted 
during the Andhra j^eriod c^r under Andhra influence. Tlie coins are under 
scrutiny and the results will be i)ubHshed shortly. 

Puring the year under rej)orl the Hyderabad IMuscum made considerable 
progress and continued to attract greater attention. The institution was visited by 
His Highness the ^taharaja of Bikanir, His Highness the i\Iehtar of Chitral, His 
Highness the Maharaja of Datia, the Right Honourable Sir Akbar Hydari, The 
Hon*blc Sir Claud Gidney, the Resident in Hyderabad, and vSir Leonard and Lady 
Wooley who all paid a glowing tribute to the ^luseum. Besides, the Harward 
University had de]>uted Mr. luigene C.Worinan Junior, a Sheldan Travelling Fellow, 
to the Hyderabad Mu^^eiun in order to study its Prehistoric Collection. 

In order to stimulate interest in Art, an Kxhibition was held, under the 
joint auspices of this Department and the Osmania University, of thirt3’'-four 
tempera and water colour paintings preirarcd by ^Icssrs. Nicholas and Svetoslav 
Roerich. 

Among the exhibits acquired are some very good pieces of paintings, 
sculpriire, manuscripts and arms and wcajions. Of the paintings four Mugjial 
and two Persian miniatures represent a high standard of art. In the field 
of sculpture a female Jaina figure which was lying uncared for at j\Iahur 
has been removed to the Hyderabad Museum. Another addition to the 
gallery is that of a monolithic sculptured arch measuring 11 feet 7 inches in 
breadth and having an altitude of b feet 6 inches. This arch and the two pillars 
which supported it have been removed to the Hyderabad IMuseum from 
Dichpalli. Among the manuscripts acquired for the ^Museum two copies of the 
Holy Quriun deser\'C special mention in view of their calligraphy and illumination. 
One of them was written b}" Muhammad i^Iurad of Lahore while the other by 
!Muliammad Husain son of J^Iuhi of Herat. The binding of the latter manuscript is 
a good specimen of workmanship and contains embossed and incised designs in gold. 
Another manuscript which contains Chapter IX of the Qur’an is important 
for its calligraphic devices and also for the lavisli use of mineral colours in its 
decoration. Two copies of Riaz-ul-Inslia and an unpublished manuscript which 
contains letters written by the Baihmain Minister, Mahmud Gawan of Bidar, 
have been acquired and arrangements are being made to get this manuscript 
edited. Among the illustrated manuscripts a copy containing the love story 
of Prince Eahram and the Princess Aqilbanu deserv^e special mention. It 
contains loi illustrations of the Deccan School of the later i8th or earty igth 
centur>\ Some of the paintings show excellent workmanship. About eight pieces 
have been added to the Arms and Weapons collection and five to the Old China 
section. 

The proposal regarding a suitable building for the Hyderabad Museum is 
receiving deep consideration of Government and it is strongb’^ hoped that it will 
soon be materialised.

SuTvey of ^^orPAWcVi(^ Several isnj^ortant surveys were carried out in the 
AirAfd-Falda, Aurangah.uh Knichur. Waianuah Oulbatiu^ and Xalgonda Districts. 
Tiaci< of an old town and some scidj^tme'^ of the Jnina faith were discovered in 
the viliaue t>f Clnlkhr in the Atraf-i-Ha!da District. A nt)leworthy discovery in the 
Waramaal Di'^trict ua< that of a tenijde at Ailoni. with a massive compound wall 
repxe^mtiiU’ the KAkaliya style of construction. Two more Kakaliya temples 
Were discovert <1 not far from the Great Tem])le at IVdampet whilst several pre- 
historic siU-> conlainint: cairns and avenues were di*-covered in the Nalgonda and 
Warangal Districts. Oaing to the discovery of a number of ])rchistoric sites 
every year a scheme for the preservation of scientific and coinj)rehensive survey 
of all such relics of the past is under the consideration of the Government, 

Cf>n5rrra/fa7i -Amongst the important momiinents conserved during the year 
under review were the frescoes at Ajanta. the lihoknrdan Cave, and some caves at 
Fllora when* some necessary rej)aiis were also carried out. The Alnqbara of RiAbia 
DaurAin at Aurangabad and it< surrounding garden as well as the conservation 
of the Fort Buildings at Bidar received due attention of the authorities. 

Epigraphy and pulUcaiionh -About 12 inscriptions of the Baihmani, Qutb 
SluAhl and Mughal Kings were discovered in the State which have been edited in 
the Journal of the Epigraphia l7tdo-i\foslcmica and steps have been taken to 
preserve them. 

Government are pleased to note that the building belonging to the late Colonel 
Meadows Taylor at Shorajjur is to be converted into a Guest House and that a 
museum is to be established which would comprise of a small collection of local 
prehistoric antiquities and the relics of the Colonel himself, with a view to per- 
petuating his memory. In this connection the reprinting undertaken by the 
Director of Colonel Meadows Taylor’s pa])ers on the Prehistoric Antiquities of 
“Nizam’s Dominions would prove of immense use to those interested in the subject. 

N7<7nisma(ics-—Oi\l of the 10,288 coins added to the cabinet of the Department 
during the year under review, 14 were of gold, 877 of silver, 6,695 of copper and 
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the rctnatninq of alloy. A lol of 2.700 load coin.^; were purchased hy the 
Ik-pa rtment. 

Experr^iture — The totaJ expenditure on the maintenance of the department 
for th.C' year under rexaev." was Rs.95, 766-6-2 as against Rs.i,io,o.}2-i-3 of the 
preceding year while R.s.Sf', ^03-9-7 and Rs. 20, 135-0-0 were spent on the conser\'a- 
lion of monmnents and the maintenance of the Hydera.bad Museum, respectively.

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There was no change in the personnel of the Department during the year personnel 
under report. The Director, Mr, G. Yazdani, remained on Special Duty 

throughout the year but he attended to all the important works of the Depart- 
ment besides devoting himself to the compilation of special monographs, such as 
‘ AJANTA', Vol. Ill, and various other publications. 

The Director toured in the Bidar. Aurangabad, and Gulbarga districts for Tours 
50 days for the supervision of conservation and excavation works which were 
in progress in those districts and the Assistant Director, Mr. Syed Yusuf, toured 
in the Atraf-i-Balda and Warangal districts for 8 days, and Mr. Khwaja Muham- 
mad Ahmad, the Assistant Director and Curator, Hyderabad Museum, toured in 
the Warangal, Atraf-i-Balda, Bidar, Gulbarga, Nalgonda and Nizamabad districts 
for 75 days. The details of the tour of the Director and the Assistant Directors ^ 
are given in their diaries published in this Report as Appendices A, B and C, 

Several monuments of considerable archseological and historical importance survey of 
were surveyed during the year in the Atraf-i-Balda, Aurangabad, Raipur, Waran- 
gal, Gulbarga, Nizamabad and Nalgonda districts. 

During the year under report the village of Qiilkur in the Asafnagar Taluq 
of Atraf-i-Balda district was surveyed.' Traces of an old town which might have 
flourished in or about the eighth century A.D. have been discovered at this place. 

Most of the finds, particularly the sculptures and inscriptions, belong to the 
Jaina faith. The sculptures are l3dng scattered and among them an image of 
Mahavira in standing posture is of considerable interest. Unfortunately, it is 
broken into three pieces but all of them are l3dng quite close to each other. 

It has been carved out of a granite block of pinkish colour and represents extremely 
beautiful modelling. Close to this image is a small mound consisting of brick 
bats and rubble. Excavations at this place may ydeld some interesting finds. 

As the inscriptions and the images are not in siUi and as they are l3dng in an 
extremely neglected condition the Government has been moved to grant permission 
for the removal of these antiquities to the Hyderabad Museum.

measuring 123 ft. It is built of solid masonry and is .1 ft. higher than the ground 
level. The tomb rej'irvsonts the style of early 'Adil Slifdn period and is square 
in plan, each side measuring 37 ft. from inside. The square structure rises to a 
height of about 30 ft. above wliicli the dome rises to a ftirllier height of 30 ft. 

The entrance to the tomb is in the centre of the southern wall. 

IVamr.^iiL -Two more Kakatiya temples have been discovered at a distance 
of about 3 furlongs front the Great Temple at Palamitel. Tlicse arc different from 
those that have been described in the Meutoir (No. 6) on the Pfilampet Temple — 

A.SJ. 

By far the most in\])ortant of the finds in the Warangal District is the dis« 
covery of a temple at Ailoni, a village at a distance of about 15 miles from Warangtih 
This temple has a double comjtound wall which is extremely massive and represents 
the Kakatiya style of construction. The outer coinitonnd wall wliich has been 
very much disturbed has three lait ranees, one in the centre of each side wall 
I'xcepting llie western. Tliese entrances are copies of tlie gateways that stand in 
the Insut of the Warangal Port. There is a 7 ft. long inscriplioti set up on a plat- 
form and is carved on all the four sides, Tlicrc is a small inscription on the 
tank bund of Ailnni. The inscrijdion and the temple in all j)robability belonged 
to the Kakatiya period. 

In the Xalgonda and Warangal districts several more ])rehisloric sites Exploration 
containinu cairns and avenues have been discovered. At Ycllcshwaram 
in the Xalgonda district a site has been discovered where a l^nddliist stupa might 
liavc existed in or about tlu‘ first century B.C. The two limc.stone pillars .still 
:;j with traces of Brahmi script on them, have led to this assumption. The 
site is awaiting some preliminary work in the sliape of excavation. In view of 
the number of fresh })rchistoric sites that arc being brought to light year b}^ year 
(lovernment arc favourably considering a schenu^ regarding a scientific and 
com{)rehenrivc mrxi y and at the same time for the protection of all such remains 
in the Dominions. 

(iulbarga.- During the year under report the Hon'ble Sir Theodore Tasker, 

C.Lli., O.B.lv, I.C.S., Member in charge of the Revenue Department, had planned 
a tour in the south-western ])aris of the Shora])ur Division, which is not easily 
accessible. Mr. Ghulam Vazdani, Director of A^chceolog>^ and Mr. 

Khwaja Muhammad Ahmad, the Assistant Director and Curator, Hyderabad 
Museum, arranged a visit to these places and availed themselves of the facilities 
])rovidcd by Sir Theodore Tasker's visit. The Hon’blc the Revenue Member 
had also received a note from Dr. ^Mahadevan of the Geological Department, 
regarding the prehistoric sites in this area. vSome of the sites had been already 
surveyed by the Archaeological Department while the rest had been previously 
described b}** Colonel Meadows Taylor in Vo!. Ill of the Journal of the Bombay 
Bra^ich of (he Royal Asiatic Society and in Vol. XIV of the Transactions of the 
Royal Irish Academy. Unfortunately, copies of these journals are not easily 
available now. The Director of Arclioeology has contrived to secure these copies 
and is arranging to reprint them in the fonn of a book. It is hoped that this 
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boDK u'i!! 'cn'o not only to iinraon.nli.'^^t.- the memory of the colebrateci autiior 
bi:t it V ill also give an opportunity to the student? of prehistor\’ to avail thcm- 
sd\’es of the researches made by Col. Meadow's Taylor in this held. 

Hr.>:.!!r.sa£iir Avfr.tn'S . — This extensive field of avenues, which is t> mile? 
from Kajaukallur, is sittuited in a large circuhir valley surrounded In' hills. It 
contain' about two thousand boulders arranged in parallel lines. On the southern 
.'ide is .t rectangular construction, measuring itto ft. by 05 ft. This is -a novel 
fe.atun- uhidi had not been noticed up to now in the jirchistoric remains of the 
Deccan. T'ne field was covered under e.xtcnsivo wild growth. Some of the 
tre-e:? that had sprung close to tlie base of the boulders threatened to displace 
the b-vaUlers. A systematic eradication of all the trees was taken in hand atrd the 
roots of the trees were destroyed by means of chemicals. 

.■\t Rfiiankalh'ir a rectangular constniction has been discovered to tlie east 


of the cromlechs. It measnres .10' \. >3' and had even c.sca])ed the notice of 
Colonel Meadows Taylor. It appears that since the Nusit of Colonel ’Meadows 
Taylor considerable damage has been done to the ancient remains at Rajanknllvir, 
some of wliich had actually disappeared '.vhile the remaining were in the procc-s? 
of gr.ulnal decay. The fields containing the remains liad been leased out to 
cuUivalors but thanks to the generous help of Sir Tiieodnre Ta.sker, the Hon’ble 
Revenue Member, sojne of the fields containing these relics have been 7iow trans- 
ferred to the Archaeological Department. Besides, an attempt has been made 
to ree^tore and presctve them in a scientific manner. The disturbed slabs have 
been restored to their original position and the cremces in the laminated sb.bs 
which had been formed by the inclemencies of natural agencie.s were carefully 
injected with ceinetit solutions. 

The IvathalH avenues, to the south-east of Shfdipur, ajipear to have received 
Icr.si dam.'ige. But to the groat regret of archxologisi^ and particularly pre- 
historiau--, tl'.e field of avemie.- at Shakajn’ir. to the north-West of Shfihpur hill, 
ha-- received live wavrst fate of all. 'I'he damage done to it by the itJJ.irs during 
live cosvsiruetion of the road is irit'parable. Many of tlie boulders that fonned 
part and parcel of the ancient e(.'inetery have been nnknowingly turned into 
eoncrete At this place two elongated hh'cks (>i granite have been noticed measur- 
ing ami !5'. respectively. Their fortVLs and po-itions ovnviuee one th.at thev 
v.(t<* once set up as ‘nu-nliiis’. They appear to have i.-eaped the notice of Col. 
Mi-.!d<i>.\s Taylor, to: in his learned .irticlc We do not find any mentiovi of them.

( 4 ) Repairs were executed to tlie pillars and side-walls of Cave II. 

(5) pillars in the right-hand cell of Cave II were also similarly repaired. 

( 6 ) The rock-roof of Cave VI, which had badly decayed, was made water- 

tight, the craclvS and fissures being grouted and the larger gaps 
filled in by means of cement concrete. A large masonry prop was 
also erected to support the enormous weight of the over-hanging rock. 

(7) The facade of Cave IX, whicli was showing signs of disintegration, 

was treated wntli cement i:)laster stained to match the colour of the 
original. 

(8) The facade of Cave XIII was damaged by the effects of a water-fall. 

The facade has been restored in strict accordance to the original, and 
arrangements have been made to divert the course of the water-fall. 

(9) The newly discovered frescoes on the ceiling of the central hall of 

Cave XVII were cleaned and preserved. 

(10) The original court^'^ard of Cave XIX has been exposed to view by 

excavating and clearing the debris in front of the cave. 

(11) The pillars in front of cave XX, which were deca^^ed, have been 

repaired and strengthened by means of R.C.C. 

(12) Excavations in front of cave XXVI revealed an old water-cistern, 

wherein several earthen pots and an inscribed slab were discovered. 
Pots of this t}^)e have been represented in several frescoes at Ajanta. 

(13) Excavations were carried out in Cave XXVII by virtue of which 

two new cells were exposed to \dew for the first time. Old bricks, 
earthen pots and fragments of ivory bangles were collected during 
the course of clearance. 

(14) Clearance work is in progress in Cave XXVIII. 

Another important monument conserved during the year is the Bhokardan 
Cave. The masonry embankment whicli protected this underground excavation 
from the waters of the adjoining stream had been washed away by the seasonal 
rains, and the enclosure wall surrounding the cave was also damaged. The 
embankment and the enclosure wall were rebuilt and the cave was generally 
repaired and cleaned. 

At EUora the following important works were carried out for a satisfactory 
conservation of the caves: — 

(i) Rank vegetation and debris were removed from the tops of the 

caves as well as the passages leading to the various caves after the 
seasonal rains, and sand and imtram was spread on the passages and 
courtyards. 

(ii) Much cutting and levelling has been done to the roads between Cave 

XVI and the Buddhist Group and the other road in front of Cave 
XXIX. This has rendered the roads very easy for motor traffic. 

(in) The sculptures in Caves II, X, XII, XIV, XVI and XXIX were 
cleaned with chemicals, and muYam was spread in the courtyards 
of the caves. 
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'ivf Gt;ar<i5lorje5. painted black and ^vliitc. were put up for the 5 aJety 
oi \*i?itor 5 at various place^—e.g., along the edge of the plutfonn 
opposite Cave I, at the corner of the passage leading to Cave XXIX. 
rdong the rathei slope of the passage to the Indra Sabha and various 
Oliver places. 

(v) Tin.- courtyard of Cave II was levelled and a new parapet was con- 
structed around the water-tank adjoining the cave. 

',vi) The courtyard of Cave V was levelled and the big gaj) in the staircase 
of the cave was filled up by means of cement concrete. Cement 
grouting was also done to the rock-roof and the side-walls of the 
cave. 

(vii) The gaps in the side-walls of Cave X were filled np and the slejis 
were repaired to make the approach easier. 

(viii) Seveial iinjiortaiit repairs were executed to Ca%’e XVT (Kailasa). 

The ground opposite the cave was levelled and a new masonry 
platform was constructed under the Xcc'»; tree to affoid slieller to 
visitors. The parapet around the water-tank was reconslnicteil. 
'i'he drains of the courtyard were dug deeper to remove rain-water. 
The entrance was imjiroved and the llooring levelled by means of 
lime eoncrcte. The gaps in the shaft of the northern Dipilmt were 
filled in with cement concrete. The uneven tloors of the galleries 
surrounding the main centra! shrine were levelled and the fissures in 
the panel depicting scenes from the Rum.'iyana were filled in with 
liejuid cement. The steps, doors and windows of the main .shrine 
were repaired and undequiiiiing was done to the masonry of the 
walls at various places. 

At Khnldali.'td the gaps in the enclosure rvall of Malik 'Ainlxir's tomb were 
made good by means of stone masonry, and jiointiiig was done to the niasonrv 
joints of the w:ills and a strong masonry buttress was erecteil along the exteriors 
of the three existing walls, Petty repairs were execiiteii to the tomlis f,f stjddi 
Wbihir Rahman, Siddi Karima and oilier tombs in the vicinitv. 

At D.uilatab.id the ftirtifications along the moat adjoining the Mah;ik<»t 
iktle were tepaiied and the courtyard inside the Gate was levelled after the .seasonal 
r.iin.s and a masonry drain was constrneted for the nanoval of rain-water. 

The '"ries of five arches in front of the Mah.iknt Gale were rejiaired. The

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Similar repairs were done to the Oiini Mahall. ’ Tlie heaps of debris to the 
east of the entrance of the IMahall were removed and the gaps in the walls of the 
structure were made good and cement pointing was done to the masonry joints 
and patches of cement plaster were applied to the facade. The original ramp 
adjoining the Clilnl IMahall was without any protection. A running parapet, 
io8 ft. long, was constructed along the i amp to afford protection to \risitors. 

The steps leading to the iMendha Top (Ram's head Gun) were repaired and an 
iron railing was put up for the safety of visitors. New steps were also constructed 
in the area between the IMendha Top and the old iron bridge. This has made the 
access much easier. Repairs were also executed to the steps of the old subter- 
ranean passage. 

Petty repairs were executed to one of the tombs o])posite the Dargah of Hazrat 
Baha'uddin at Daulatabad. 

At Aurangabad the scheme for the conservation of the iMaqbara of Rabia 
Daurfini and the restoration of the i^Iughal Garden surrounding it, referred to in 
previous reports, was further carried during the year. In this connection the 
huge heaps of debris Ijang oj)posite the entrance were cleared. This affords a 
neat setting to the I^Iaqbara and has rendered the view more impressive. The 
gaps in the Southern enclosure wall were filled in by means of stone masonr}' 
and plaster was restored where it had peeled off. Similarl}', the bastions, turrets, 
eoping and other parts of the enclosure wall were restored in strict accordance 
to the original. The vast expanse of the original stone pavement opposite the 
main entrance, concealed for centuries underneath a thick layer of mud, was 
exposed to view for the first time and it was rendered sound and strong. 

The gaps in the brass studs and plates of the door-leaves of the entrance 
were restored in accordance ndth the original work, and the floral paintings on 
the walls and ceiling of the interior of the entrance which were concealed under 
dust and soot wore cleaned, by virtue of which several new patterns were brought 
to light. Patches of lime plaster, stained to matcli the colour of the original, 
were applied to the plinth, the mausoleum and the four corner minarets. Another 
important work carried out was the removal of moss gathered for centuries on 
the wall surfaces. The steps of the double staircase leading to the mausoleum 
were repaired and the doors of the adjacent cliambers were also repaired in 
strict accordance to the original. Repairs of a very delicate nature were carried 
out to the north-western minaret. Large and dangerous cracks had developed 
in the roof and arches of the domed canopy of the minaret. The cracks were 
skilfully grouted and the entire masonry of the structure including the chJiajjas 
and the balustrades were almost entirely renovated. But great care was taken 
to see that the repairs do not change the original aspect of the structure. In 
addition to these works many other petty repairs were executed to the building 
and the work is still in progress. 

At Bidar the campaign of the consenmtion of the Fort buildings made a 
steady progress. The eastern enclosure wall of the Chini Mahall was consolidated 
by the construction of an eight feet wide buttress similar to the one constructed

At I'arh Bfigh the terrace and the <i(>:ne ai tlie mosque showed dangeroas 
cracks which were carefully grouted and the flauiaged flooring of the verandah 
was abo repaired. The steps leading to the mosque were treated with nturam 
and given a neat and strong edging. The platfnnn in front of the mosque wa.s 
repaired aud a low parapet wall, about 3 ft. high, was constnicted to the wc-st 
of the entrance to arrest the ingress of cattle. 

In the group of the inausolca of the Barldi .kings, tfie flooring of the platform 
of the tomb of 'Alt Barid, which was damaged in the northern and western side.s, 
was ristored and imtches of jflaster were applied to tlie .arches on the uortlicrn 
and Western sides of the tomb. The construction of a new componnd wall has 
h'xn .started around the tomlw of Q.'isini Barid II and other Barldi potentate.s 
aud this work will be continued in future years. 

The battlcmented compound wall and flooring of the plintli of Has, rat Multani 
B.'idsh.'ih's D.irgah were repaired in parts and this work will alst> be continued in 
future year.<. 

At Ilanainkonda the lawn and the garden of tlie Thonsancl Pillared Temple 
Were greatly improved. The large well in the temple premises which was silted 
up wa<- cleaned and the water supply to the g.irden imi)rov<-d. The big linl! 
to the north-west of the temple was cleare<l of the big heap of debris which was 
lying there for ci-nluries. 

Tile fortiticalions of the Warang.al Fort have been cleaned of rank vegetation 
and a.s many .as eight large temples, six smaller tenqile.s a.nd two matuhqjs and 
one Ambar Khana v.hich were filled with debri.s and covered with rank vegetation 
h.ive F,(< u thui«nu'hly ch :uu-d ami t.\k< u under the protection of ilie Department.

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places and the stucco work had considerably decayed. The parapets had fallen 
down and the minarets and arches required restoration. All these repairs have 
been executed paying due attention to the original style of the monument. 
Another important monument is- the Langar Mosque. Repairs were done 
to this mosque in past years. During the year under report further repairs 
have been done and nearly all that required immediate attention has been 
attended to. The mosque has now been restored to its prestine glory and the area 
around has been cleared of rank vegetation and debris. Further steps have been 
taken to clear the area around Chand Bibi's Gumbad of the huts and ugly 
looking houses which had cropped up, and the adjacent Sara'i has also been 
attended to. 

The tomb of 'Alauddin Hasan was repaired by the Department in previous 
years but as the tomb is held in great respect by the visitors and the local people 
further attention was paid during the year. As a result the flooring of the tomb 
and the platform have been restored and the approaches to the tombs of the early 
Baihmanis have been reconstructed during the year under report. 

Apart from the above, repairs were executed to the three new monuments 
taken under the control of the Department. One of them is ShaiWi-ka-Rauza — 
a saint^s tomb. The saint lived in about the 14th century A.D. The tomb and some 
of the buildings in its vicinity belong to the period of the early Baihmanis but the 
massive pillared entrance which stands to the east of the monument was erected 
by Yusuf 'Adil Shah. This structure stood in need of considerable repairs owing 
to its neglect for centuries. During the year under report steps have been taken 
to arrest further decay by carefully filling up the fissures and grouting the cracks. 

It has been cleared of the modern accretions and the unauthorised dwellers have 
been made to evacuate the building. 

The next monument is Qalandar ]^an’s Tomb, a building representing 
early Baihmani architecture. This imposing monument was overgrown with 
rank vegetation which has been scientifically eradicated and patch-work has 
been done at several places. 

There is a small tomb to the north of the Rauza-i-Buzurg and is locally 
known as that of PIr Hoshyar. The dome of the building had cracked and 
threatened to fall. Steps have been taken to fiU. up the cracks with cement and 
concrete and it is hoped that the dome will now last for several years to come. 

In the Hyderabad State some twelve inscriptions of the Baihmani, Qutb Epigraphy 
Shahi and Mughal kings have been discovered by Mr. Elhwaja Muhammad Ahmad, 

Curator, Hyderabad Museum. Three of these inscriptions have been edited by 
him in the Epigraphia Indo-Moslemica for 1937-38, and the rest are included in 
the ensuing number (1939-40) of the same journal. Of the three inscriptions, 
referred to above, two are carved on the guns of Aurangzeb, now mounted on 
the bastions of Golconda Fort. The names of these guns are (Fort 

Destroyer) « and Jo (Fire Ejector) and they were made by Muhammad

nection with the seige of Golconda. The third inscription is carved on a mosque 
in the same fort and mentions the name of Ibrahim Qutb Shah who ruled from

An.other inscripticni of considerable interest found 
in tlie Hyderabad t^tate belongs to the Xiadm i^hahl Kings and records (lie date 
of th<- erection of the tomb of a general named ‘Abdulla Zainau Shfdi. The tomb 
is built of grey stone (trap?) and its jiT/f screens arc of very attractive designs.
